He begins by giving a s y n o p ­ 
sis of the Gospel in a few brief words 
—“How that Christ died for our sins 
* * * and that He was buried, and 


I that He rose again the third day.” Ho 
then names tile witnesses to attest the 
fact of Christ’s resurrection. 
In the 
11-17 verses, he affirms and emphasizes 
Hie fact of Christ’s resurrection. 
The 
ISth verse contains a statement that 
nearly all Christian people have over­ 
looked or misunderstood. 
If Christ 
was not put to death and resurrected 
“Then they also which are fallen asleep 
in Christ are perished'.” 
“Perished” 
means destroyed or annihilated. 
Let no 
one advance the absurd idea that the 
Apostle was referring to the bodies of 
those who had “fallen asleep,” for the 
bodies of all perish and disintegrate 
into dust. But he had reference to the 
individual; the being, the soul.
